DELTA'S VALUES AND CULTURE have long been the foundation of oursuccess. 
Among those values is a deep commitment to the communities where we live 
and work, and to ensuring that we are building a sustainable future for genera- 
tions to come. 

With a focus on sustainability in this issue of Sky, it’s a good time to update 
the progress made by the industry and by Delta regarding greenhouse gas emis- 

ons. Improving aircraft fuel efficiency and reducing greenhouse gas emissions 
isa priority for the entire commercial aviation industry. We are the first indus- 
trial sector toestablish short, medium-and long-term commitmentsto reducing 
climate impact, and we are partnering with manufacturers, governments and 
nongovernmental organizations to make these goals a reality. 

Delta shares the short-term goal of the International Aviation Transport 
Association to improve fuel efficiency by an average of 1.5 percenta year from 
2009 to 2020. We exceeded that goal last year with an array of initiatives, the 
most important being our ongoing effort to replace smaller, less efficient jets 
with larger, more efficient aircraft. In addition to being better for the environ- 
ment, there's a customer benefit as well, as the larger jets are more comfortable 
and offer amenities such as First Class cabins, larger overhead bins and Delta 

omfort+ seating. 

‘The aviation industry has a longer term goal of being carbon neutral in 
growth in international emissions from 2020 onward. IATA and Delta are 
currently engaged with the International Commercial Aviation Organization 
onthe development of acarbon offset approach toaddress growth in interna- 
tional emissions after 2020 
Since 2012, Delta has led the industry by achieving carbon-neutral growth 
through the use of more than 17 million carbon offsets from wind, landfill, 
ga8, efficient cook stove and REDD (Reduced Emissions from Deforestation 
and forest Degradation) projects, among others.

With the Center 
for Climate and Energy Solutions’ Busi- 
ness Environmental Leadership Coun- 
cil, agroup of mostly Fortune500com- 
panies, we are also working to explore 
energy policies that make sense for 
business and the environment. 

In addition to focusing on climate 
change and other big environmental 
issues, we also focus on the local and 
regional impacts of our operations. For 
example, we have an industry-leading 
in-flight recycling program that di- 
verted more than 1.4 million pounds of 
recyclables from landfills last year. We 
added five new cities to that initiative 
in 2014—Orlando, Phoenix, Omaha, 
Fort Meyers and Charlotte—and are 
looking to add more in 2015. In 2014, 
this program generated more than 
$116,000 that was donated to Habitat 
for Humanity in Seattle tobuildahome. 

We are introducing more recycled 
and recyclable materials in our Delta 
Sky Clubs® and on our aircraft as well. 
Delta recently changed the coffee cups, 
used for in-flight coffee service from 
Styrofoam toa recyclable paper cup. 
The paper cup is made from a renew- 
able resource and has a lower overall 
environmental impact.

Their latest 
project, Gemini, is their own—a fully regulated 
Bitcoin currency exchange that they believe will 
help legitimize the volatile online payment system 
“Bitcoin is the greatest financial innovation of the 
past 500 years,” says Tyler.

WHO WOULD HAVE THOUGHT THAT THE EMPTY SOFT DRINK Cans that flight 
attendants collect onboard could help build a house? But thanks to those 
cans—along with plastic bottles and cups, newspapers and magazines—the 
airline has been able to raise more than $700,000 for Habitat for Humanity 
since 2007. That's the year that a motivated group of employees, led by flight 
attendants, launched a voluntary onboard recycling program, donating all 
the profits to the house-building charity. The funds have been enough to 
cover the cost of constructing six houses, the most recent one in Seattle, with 
another one anticipated this year. “The Habitat build in Seattle was just phe- 
nomenal,” says Delta program specialist for waste and recycling Allen White. 
“It showed how much you can impact one family’s life.” Recycling is currently 
carried out on flights to 34 
destinations. While Delta 
would like to offer recycling 
onall of its flights, the 
program is limited to those 
arriving in cities that have 
an established recycling pro- 
gram that’s supported by the 
airport. White’s goal is to in- 
crease collections by adding 
a minimum of five new cities

‘The Knee Diaries: SJ is a 60-year-old male with the chief complaint of knee pain who visited

ith bone-on-bone 
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fuel and nothing more. That changed 
a decade ago with the opening of 
Gabriele Bonci’s no-frills pizzeria, 
Pizzarium. The “Michelangelo of 
pizza” (that’s really how he’s referred 
to) set out to turn the al taglio 
style on its ear. Bonci starts with a 
divinely thin crust, using rare flours 
locally milled from nontraditional 
grains such as Khorasan wheat and 
enkir; his sourdough starter dates 
back to WWL. He loves experiment- 
ing, and his repertoire includes some 
1,500 variations, but he offers only 
about 20 on any given day. If you fall 
in love with that ham and artichoke 
pizza or the LSD pie (licorice, sausage 
and dates), think of it as a culinary 
one-night stand and just appreciate 
the moment. As it is everywhere 
else on the planet, pizza by the slice 
is best eaten here standing on the 
street. And since Pizzarium offers 
no seating, that’s your only option. 

The gelato culture is part of the 
city’s culinary vibe. A postmeal stroll 
that ends with a few scoops is the 
perfect way to punctuate an evening, 
So many of these places look and feel 
the same, but Il Gelato di San Crispino 
is different. This is sexy food. 
chewing the bodaciousness of the 
gelaterias displaying brightly colored 
mountains of gelato, San Crispino 
keeps its goods hidden beneath 
stainless steel lids. They say it helps 
preserve consistency and flavor, 
but I think it’s all about seduction. 
Fanatics rave about the caramel 
gelato with bits of crispy, perfectly 
preserved meringue. I can’t stop 
eating the gelateria’s seasonal fruit 
flavors, such as Seville orange, tart 
grapefruit and vibrant Antofagasta 
grape. Multiple locations dot the city, 
so whether you just tossed a coin into 
the Trevi Fountain or finished a hot 
lap around the Pantheon, there’s 
likely one nearby.

He 
counts Rand Paul as a close friend. 
At no point in our chat does he 
quote from An Inconvenient Truth. 
And if his waste and recycling b 
ness succeeds, it will strengthen his 
assertion that “entrepreneurs, not 
governments and NGOs, will solve 
some of the biggest environmental 
problems.” 
Morris is CEO and co-founder of 
Rubicon Global, an Atlanta-based 
outfit that finds creative homes for 
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waste generated by large companies. When Northeast grocery chain 
Wegmans needed to dispose of thousands of old uniforms, Rubicon 
Global first connected the grocer to a pet hed company, which turned 
the uniforms into cushion stuffing, and then to a company that turns 
used textiles into automotive insulation. In another case, Mortis’ com- 
pany bought excess dough from a national pizza chain (he won't name 
names) and sold it to a biofuel plant that converted it into ethanol. 

Rather than owning physical assets such as trucks and landfills, 
Rubicon Global acts as a middleman. It’s not the first garbage broker, 
but it might be the first to use big data to monitor the ebb and flow 
of our country’s waste. It does so using proprietary software that ana- 
lyzes and catalogs its clients’ trash, with the overall goal of keeping 
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Flight crews and frequent travelers use 
Travelpro® luggage because it’s built to 
go the distance.

“Waste is one of those industries 
that’s had little or no technological 
innovation?’ says Morris, who found- 
ed his company in 2008 with friend 
Mare Spiegel. “We felt like it needed 
tobe brought into the 21st century? 
Salesforce founder Marc Benioff and 
others agree. Benioff is one of the 
key investors behind Rubicon Glob- 
al’s recent $30 million cash grab. 

Rubicon Global isn’t alone in using 
innovation and private investment 
to disrupt the waste and recycling 





sector. With offices in Melbourne, 
Sydney and London, Closed Loop of- 
fers recycling solutions and “waste 
audits” to companies that want to 
red or reuse trash, KFC Austra- 
lia tapped it to implement the fast- 
food industry’s first “public place 
recycling program’ in that country. 
Walk into many of the chain’s loca- 
tions Down Under and you'llsee split 
bins that accept recyclables from in- 
ide and outside the stores. On the 
other side of the world, acclaimed 
Copenhagen restaurant Noma re- 
cently installed Closed Loop’ 
waste machine, which turns food 
waste into compost in just 24 hou

an area that Closed Loop has been 
pioneering in a number of coun- 
tries,” says the company’s marketing

Sounds like a no-brainer, but for years, recyclables were 
viewed as a liability due to the high cost of hauling them 
away and converting them to usable materials. Only re- 
cently has the world begun to see recycling as big busi- 
ness—not just the domain of nonprofits and government. 
“One man’s trash is another man’s treasure,” says Mor- 
ris of Rubicon Global, which today works with 5,000 ven- 
dors throughout North America. “Globally, there’s a tril- 
lion-dollar waste market out there waiting to be tapped.” 
A micromicrocosm of this market can be found in Lagos, 
Nigeria, which generates nearly a million tons of plastic every 
year, equaling hundreds of millions of dollars in potential rev- 























noted this potential and in 2012 cofounded We- 
cyclers, an exchange where locals trade bottles 

and cans forcellphone minutes, basic food items 

and household goods. Wecyclers currently 

nets close to 50 tons of recyclables per month, 

which it sorts and sells to area processors. 

That’s small potatoes compared to Closed 

Loop, which is currently working with London 

Heathrow Airport to achieve a 70 percent recycling rate by 
the year 2020, But Adebiyi-Abiola’s start-up offers hope that 
ideas big and small will help rewire the world’s view on trash, 
“Look at how successful the sharing economy has been in re- 
branding things like ride services,” says Rubicon Global's CEO. 
“We believe that Rubicon Global is part of that sharing econo- 
my. Oursecret sauceiis the infrastructure we're building around 
America, We're first and foremost a technology company.” 
Closed Loop’s Morris sees a future where food waste is 
banned from landfills and where more businesses and con- 
sumers adopt zero waste policies with the help of high-tech 
machines like the one used at Noma—and maybe make some 
money in the process.“Rich compost is becoming a commodity 
in its own right,’ he says, “[It’s] a great example of truly clos- 
ing the loop on waste and turning it back into a resource.” ¥

as Margaery, the woman who was 
(very) briefly married to the nefari- 
ous boy king Joffrey before he met 
his poisonous end last season. Jof- 
frey’s timid brotheris next upon the 
docket for Margaery, who is either 
one of the most caring characters on 
the show or one of the most politi- 
cally savvy or, maybe, both. 

“You can’t really get a handle on 
her in the books, so this wonderful 
ambiguity of Margaery was born 
Is she a nice person, is she not? Is 
she good-hearted, is she not? You're 
not quite sure,” Dormer says. “But 




















I think she genuinely thinks that 
if her family is put in a position of 
power, and she can bear the future 
king of the Iron Throne, that she 
can improve the lot of the people 
of Westeros. I'd like to think of her 
as a cross between the first lady 
and a modern royal, whether you 
want your reference to be Michelle 
Obama or Hillary Clinton or Kate 
Middleton or Diana.” 

Game of Thrones showrunners 
David Benioff and D. B. Weiss said 
they knew immediately that Dor- 
mer was the right actor for the role: 
“As soon as we saw Natalie read, she 
was Margaery, in our minds. Then 
it was just a matter of convincing 
her that the part was worthy of her 
time,” they said via email. “Natalie 
isso smart, so quick and incisive. As 
beautiful as she is, she will never be 
anyone’s arm candy. She deserves a 
complex role, a character strong and 
cunning enough to play a major role 















in the Game of Thrones, not just 
bea pretty bystander.” 
Dormer was raised in Reading, 
Berkshire, and says she first be- 
came interested in acting thank 
tolots of timeasagirl spent dress- 
ing up and “basically talking to 
myself.” That coupled with a love 
of history led to a career on the 
stage. She attended the Webber 
Douglas Academy of Dramatic Art 
in London and became well-versed 
in the classic playwrights:"I knew 
my Chekhov and my Pinter and my 
Edward Albee and my Tennessee 
Williams and my Shakespeare. 
That's where I come from.” But the 
cinema? Not so much. 
That education has come mainly 
from her experience with various 
films—first there was Casanov 
and from her partner, director An- 
thony Byrne. “He and writers and 
other friends I've worked with have 
given me this wonderful cinema edu- 
cation. It’s a medium that’s only 100 
years old, and considering it’s only 
100 years old, i’s incredible how rich 
and dense itis.

The iconic car company has weathered economic instability to emerge 
stronger than ever. Today, as Ford faces a changing transportation landscape and an 
increasingly connected world, CEO Mark Fields is leading the company with an emphas 
innovation—not just in what we drive, but how we drive.

Arriving in Detroit to interview Mark 
Fields, Ford Motor Company’s new 
CEO, is a singular experience. No oth- 
er company can immerse you in its 
story as soon as you leave the airport: 
Myrental car isa Ford (a 2015 Transit 
Connect) and the hotel I'm staying 
in is owned by Ford (the Dearborn 
Inn, built in 1931 by founder Henry 
Ford and designed by architect Albert 
Kahn, who also designed Ford's early 
factories). By the time I make it to 
what the locals call “The Glass House,” 
Ford's shimmery green headquarters 
in suburban Dearborn, I'm thinking 
about the company’s role in modern- 
ing the metal airplane, an ancestor 
of the one I flewin on. 4 My first meeting is with Bob Kreipke, Ford’s in-house 
company historian. In a chilly, boarded-up Highland Park factory, Kreipke 
breathes life into ghosts. As the winter sun filters through a skylight stories 
above the dormant factory floor, he regales me with legends of American 
manufacturing from the 1920s: The first assembly lines, how Ford shaped 
the American workday into three eight-hour shifts, with well-paid workers 
rolling Model 1’s off the line in numbers that would transform the way every 
American would see the road. 4 Ford is still owned and controlled by the Ford 
family, and the family business is still intimately tied into our American his- 
tory—even recent events like the Great Recession are highlighted and better 
understood using Ford asa framework. But Ford’s story isn’t just a sepia-toned 
American heritage series you stumble upon as you click through the cable 
channels, Since Ford turned down a government bailout in 2008 under the 
leadership of then-CEO Alan Mulally, the company’s arc has been one of 
dramatic redemption. 1 Ford’s stock price is back up and the company isin the 
black. More importantly, the cars it makes feel sexy again: The gear nerds on 
jalopnik.com are just as stoked about the new GT as the rest of us are about 
the new aluminum F-150 pickup. But to emerge from decades of slow decline, 
ithas had to endure vicious modern changes, changes that continue to come 
at it—thousands of jobs were lost, good brands were abandoned and now Ford 
is not sure that the millennial generation is even interested in buying cars. 4 
Ford’s new CEO was named in July, and in many ways, the story of Mark Fields 
mirrors the story of the company he serves: 26 years ago, he started out as the 
hot young thing. He turned around 
Hiroshima-based Mazda when 
Ford still owned it before returning, 
to run the Americas. But when Bill 
Ford resigned the CEO post in 2006, 
he decided to bring in an outsider, 
Mulally, from Boeing. Fields stuck

around, becoming one of Mulally’s 
most dependable team players and 
leading an internal transformation 
of company culture. 4 Within mo- 
ments of meeting Fields in his cor- 
ner office, it’s obvious how excited 
heis for the opportunity to write the 
latest chapter of American history. 
“{ dream with a deadline,” he tells 
me, just after pointing out a com- 
petitor in his big glass window. “GM 
is right there, and on aclear day you 
can see Chrysler in Auburn Hills,”he 
says. “It's never clear enough to see 
Japan, though” 
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Youwereheadingup Mazda when you were 
37. It sounds like a reverse Gung Ho—a guy 
from New Yorkincharge ofall ofthese work- 
ersin Japan. 

® Michael Keaton! I became a different 
person from my time overseas. I'm your 
typical type A, business-oriented guy. I did 
well at school—I'm the youngest of three 
boys, so you know you're always trying to 
fight for room at the table, right? So when 
Ilefi the U.S., I probably wasn’t the best 
tener in the world. I got a lot of crit 
cism when I was named CEO [of Mazdal, 
because in Japan, age is a proxy for wis- 
dom. In Japanese, there’s a term called 














nemawashi, and it means planting seeds. 
And what I learned was that in Japanese 
culture, it takes longer to get the strategy 
done because you need to do that nema- 
washi and get everyone behind it. But then 
the implementation is lightening speed. 








Iread the fantastic Bryce Hoffman book 
about Ford's turnaround, American Icon, and 
thereis something very inspiring about your 
roleinthestory. You werethe heir apparent, 
the golden boy, and when you were passed 
over for CEO, you stayed and became the 
quintessential team player. Hoffman even 
‘mentions that you stopped walking with so 
much swagger.

How did you internalize that humility and 
ally get your chance? 

@ Oh, it’s very simple: love the company. 
It wasn’t about me. When Bill decided to 
bring Alan on, we needed that asa com- 
pany.

And not kind 
of—what is the English term?—throw 
my rattle out of the pram and just go 
somewhere else. I wanted to be part of it.

n Wyoming, the journey is just as important as the desti- 

nation. Many travelers, headed for Yellowstone and the 

‘Tetons, find along the way that there's more to this state 

of majesticlandscapes and Western spirit than just those 
legendary sites, Wyoming isa place ready-made for adventure, 
and wherever you go, it’s easy to find. 

The city of Caspers just east of smack-dab in the center 
of the state, Interstate 25 brings travelers into the city from 
the east and U.S. 20 sends them out the western side, leading 
onward to Yellowstone, But this isn’t a place you just pass 
through. Casper Mountain formsa spectacular southerly back- 
drop to the city, inviting campersin the summer and skiiers, 
snowshoers and snowmobilers in the winter. The North Platte 
River winds its way through the northern side of town, enticing 
fly-fishermen to plana visit. 

The North Platte is the kind of river that gives rise to 
fly-fishing legends—but these are no tall tales. Even along 
its course through the city, it qualifies as a blue-ribbon trout 
fishery, with estimates that there are 3,200 trout per mile. Youd 
be hard-pressed to find another urban fishery where the odds 
of landing trophy fish are better. Within Casper, access to the 
North Platte is surprisingly easy; there are abundant ramps and 
points of access whether you want to fish from the bank or wade 


























right in. Many are only a short distance from some of Casper’s 
top hotels. 
Check in with one of the numerous fly-fishing shops and 








outfitters in town—Crazy Rainbow, Platte River Fly Shop or 
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‘The Reef Fly Shop, among others—guides will help you find the 
perfect spot and provide insight into which flies to use. Casper’s 
many fishing guides can advise even experienced fly-fishermen, 
but novices and beginners who want to try the sport will find 
few better places to get started. Fair warning, though: fly-fish- 
ing is addictive and starting out on the North Platte sets a very 
high standard. 

Outside of Casper, the North Platte has that magical formu- 
la that makes for iconic fly-fishing: plentiful, big trout; austerely 
beautiful landscapes and uncrowded waters. For the produc- 
tivity of the river, itis, surprisingly, not a place where you'll feel 
forced by other anglers to move along. Guides and outfitters are 
essential fora great experience and they will point you toward 
some of the choicest spots along the river. 

‘Thirty miles southwest of Casper, the Miracle Mile is a5 
mile stretch of the North Platte that boasts 4,500 fish per mile, 
providing anglers ample opportunity to landa memorable fish. 
Grey Reef, a blue-ribbon tail water of the North Platte, is the epi- 
center of some of the best rainbow trout fishing in the United 
States—and American Angler went so far as to name it the No.1 
Big Fish Destination in the World. The average fish here weighs 
3 t06 pounds, but reports of 8-pounders aren't unheard of. 

Casper is nicknamed Wyoming's “Adventure Capital,” which 
means there’s even more to do once you come in off the river. 
Rock climbers find access to one of the world’s top climbing 
destinations at Fremont Canyon. The canyon’s gorgeous granite 
walls are spectacular from any angle, but the most adventur- 




































ous can scale the hundreds of routes made by the crevices and 
cracksin the rock. Adventure that’s more down to earth can 

be found on the numerous hiking and biking trailsin the area. 
sper Mountain has plenty of options for on-foot exploration, 
including Garden Creek Falls, while Curt Gowdy State Park isa 
top choice for mountain biking. Casper will also host a2015 USA. 
Cycling American Mountain Bike Challenge event in August. 
And if you just can’t get enough of the water, head for the scenic 
Alcovaand Pathfinder reservoirs, where opportunities for 

ing, watersports and, yes, more fishing abound. 

‘The spirit of the Old West really comes to life in Casper 
during the College National Finals Rodeo, held every year in 
June. If watching the top young rodeo athletes gets you excited 
for even more Western fun, set your sights on Cody,asmall 
town that punches well above its weight in adventure. Cody 
serves as a gateway to Yellowstone Country—the nat 
park’s eastern entrance, called the “wildest way,’ is just an hour 
away—and the area’s epic landscapes. 

‘The town is steeped in Western lore and history, right down 
toitsname—borrowed from founder Col. William F. “Buffalo 
Bill” Cody. Want to get in touch with your inner cowboy or cow- 
girl? Head to the nightly rodeo to see bull-riding and steer-rop- 
ing thrills, get an earful of classic trail tunes at the Dan Miller’s 
Cowboy Music Revue and pull up aseat ata local saloon to 
round out the night. By day, shop for the perfect pair of boots in 
Cody's colorful downtown, then head to Old Trail Town or the 
Buffalo Bill Center of the West for an immersive, step-back-in-

time way to experience the history of thearea. 

Opportunities to explore Cody's stunning scenery—and 
spot wildlife if you're lucky—are virtually endless. Saddle up 
and see things from a cowboy's point of view on horseback 
trail-riding excursions or even extended pack trips into the 
wilderness, Guest ranches offer rides and educational programs 
that help build horsemanship skills. Hiking isa must-do in 
Cody as well, whether it’s tranquil morning walk ora multiday 
backpacking adventure with a local outfitter. Rugged mountain 
ing excursions are another way to get your adrenaline flow- 
ing while venturing deeper into the landscape, from sagebrush 
flats to pine-scented forests. 

Cody's waters invite visitors to paddle, floatand wade 
their way to new adventures, Area outfitters offer river trips 
by kayak, standup paddleboard or white-water-ready rafts 
through Red Rock Canyon, the Shoshone National Forest and 
other stunning landscapes. Fly-fishermen can try their hand at 
landing trout on some exceptionally beautiful waters, includ- 
ing the Lamar Riverand Clarks Fork of the Yellowstone, one of 
Wyoming's two federally designated Wild and Scenic Rivers 
(the other being the Snake River Headwaters). Walk-and-wade 
or float trips can be arranged by fishing outfitters in Cody. 

When it comes to traveling in Wyoming, the best advice is 
this: Be ready for anything. The state’s marquee sights never 
disappoint, but what you'll ind along the way, from charming 
towns to wide-open vistas of prairies and mountains, might be 
the greatest adventure of all.

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pensive upfront costs of implement- 
ing projects such as installing solar 
panels—most franchise systems are 
always focused on the bottom line of 
their individual franchisees. Fran- 
chises have been hesitant to require 
hundreds or thousands of franchi- 
sees to potentially compromise 
their profit margins by investing 

in green products or upgrading to 
green practices.

which was born out of Marr’s car-washing and detail- 
ing business and now has 17 locations with another 11 
or 12 expected to open by the end of the year, also saves 
customers money by cleaning trucks on-site, instead 
of wasting gas and labor by driving them toa wash bay. 
Instead of opting for potentially toxic cleaners, the 
company uses a biodegradable washing solution that, 
technicians vacuum up and dispose of properly.

When Jonathan Barnett began 
researching the carpet-cleaning in- 
dustry, he, (oo, saw an opportunity 
to find a greener, less toxic solu- 
tion, Carpet cleaning tradition- 
ally involves a process called hot 
water extraction, which usually 
uses 40 to 50 gallons of water and 
several jugs of cleaning chemicals. 
Barnett thought he could do better 
and began tinkering with a new 
system, The result is his franchise, 
Oxi Fresh Carpet Cleaning, which 
only uses 2 gallons of water and no 
toxic cleaning chemicals. “Our core 
product is certified by the EPA,” ex- 
plains Barnett, who now has more 
than 280 units. “It was actually a 
very hard process. We submitted 
our cleaner and then had to make 
tweaks to it.” 

But the end result has been a 
savings of more than 24 million 
gallons of water since Oxi Fresh 
launched in 2006. And because 
the company’s self-contained 
system doesn’t require them to 
run hoses to a pump or dispose of 
chemical-laden graywater, their 
equipment can fit in the back of a 
Prius instead of a van. “It really is a 
differentiator? says Barnett. "Cus-

says. “There were a lot of special 
engineers and consultants we 
needed to hire. By the end, we 
had two or three very large bind- 
ers full of documentation that 
needed to be submitted to earn 
the credit.” 

Butall that timeand energy 
resulted in some important les- 
sons for the 500-unit franchise. 
Ithelped the company realize it 
could save water using low-flow 
toilets, different urinals and 
better sink fixtures. Skylights 
and timers could help them 
save on lighting costs. It also. 
showed that some technologies, 
such asa high-efficiency boiler 
run off of used fryer oil, as well 
as solar panels, just weren't 
cost effective to roll out to the 
entire system. 

“Ina couple of years we might 
test another unit and see if the 
technology has improved," says 
Datka. “If these technologies 
can help franchisees save money, 
help the bottom line and save 
the environment, it’s absolutely 
aplus” 

Dunkin’ Donuts also experi 
mented with two LEED-certified 
buildings in St. Petersburg, 
Florida, and found the process 
too cumbersome to roll out at 
its new stores (though a third 
LEED-certified building opened 
in Edgewater, Florida, in Septem- 
ber 2014). 

But the company didn't want 
to completely abandon the idea 
of green building, so last fall it
